FOR GRAIN CROPS

—

I'ormer for Pledmont, the Latter for
Plning, Advice by Mr. Long,

Thousands of colton producers are
face to face with the problem of hav-
ing to plant something in the place of
cotlon with a chance of selling (he
new crop at a profit or using it at
home to advantage,

About September 1, when it beenmoe
apparent that the war in Burope was
to be of some duration, W. W. Long,
Stiate agent and  director of exton-
sion in South Carolina for the Unlied
States department of agriculture in
co-operation with Clemson college, nn-
dertook to centre the attention of the
farmers of thy Palmetio State on the
growing of grain and other erops in
place of cotton. This campaign of
cducation in diversification s still be-
ing carried on by Mr, hig
Moeme demonstrators,  His has
distributed nearly 300,000 cirenlurs
in South Carolina, giving detailed di-
reclions about the planting and cul-
tivation of grain crops.

Mr. Long has advised South
linn cotton producors (o concentyate
this winler on onls and wheat.  The
fermer peain ean be protfuced to ex.
collend in  the Piedmont
as well as on the coastal plain, The lat-
ter zrain wlapted 1o the
Piodmont sections of the State than to
coaslal rezions: Rye atnother
small grain that many  farmers  in
South Corolina will plant this winler.

Oats are sown In this Siale from
August to Mareh, but the fall sown
crop yields hetter than that of mid-
winter and spring, The erop may he
harvested for arain or eut for hay.
Ouats planted Iy the fall are ready for
harvesting in May or June, This grain
may be gsown in cotton by using a one-
horse drill just behind the cotton piek-
ors, this being one of the most satis-
factory and least expensive methods
of seeding. The eotton stalks ean be
et dewn later in the winter, so that
thoy will not interfere with the reapn-
er and hinder ip harvest time, Mr,
Leng thinks that where oats follow
corn or a hay crop, such as cow peas
or sorphum, the land should be plow-
od and the oats drilled in, though the
secds may he sown and dlsked In. Oate

A drill s
the best implement for geeding wheat,
